DO  YOU  HIRE  FOR 

PERSONALITY  OR  FOR  A 
PARTICULAR  SKILL  SET?  The 

question  is  hotly  debated  by  management 
gurus  in  the  for-profit  and  not-for- 
profit  worlds.  On  the  one  hand,  most 
jobs  require  aptitude  and  experience  in 
particular  fields  without  which  the  work 
would  simply  not  get  done  or  not  be  done  well.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  all  know  that  technical  skills  alone  do  not  make  for 
a  good  hire.  A  person’s  work  ethic,  personal  demeanor  and 
character  ultimately  make  for  a  professional  of  impact  and 
integrity. 

Hiring  a  person,  like  commencing  any  relationship,  is  an  art 
as  much  as  a  science.  Nobody  has  a  crystal  ball,  which  means 
that  a  person  is  hired  both  to  address  the  immediate  needs  of  the 
moment,  but  also  to  grow  with  the  unknown  on  the  horizon.  In 
a  sense,  it  is  akin  to  marriage.  When  I  counsel  couples  on  the 
way  to  the  huppah,  I  assume  that  like  every  couple,  they  have 
disagreements.  What  I  look  for  (and  ask  them  to  cultivate)  are 
the  tools  to  communicate  and  reconcile  those  disagreements  - 
knowing  full  well  that  their  greatest  challenges  lie  beyond  their 
present  pre-marital  affections. 

When  you  walk  into  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  this  fall,  you 
may  feel  a  bit  disoriented  by  all  the  new  faces  and  voices  in  the 
staff  family.  You  may  well  ask  yourself  (or  me),  by  what  criteria 
were  these  people  hired  -  skills  or  personality?  1  am  proud  to 
say  that  in  each  and  every  case  -  both!  The  cantors,  educators 
and  administrative  staff  that  you  will  meet  all  possess  both 
the  hard  skills  to  carry  out  their  professional  responsibilities 
and  the  creativity  and  character  to  imagine  and  realize  this 
congregation’s  potential.

experiences  that  appeal  to  mind,  heart, 
and  soul;  offering  support  at  all  life 
cycle  events;  providing  meaningful 
education  to  members  of  all  ages;  offering  programs  which 
foster  friendship,  warmth,  and  kindness  inside  this  building;  and 
providing  connections  to  the  Jewish  community  in  New  York 
City  and  in  Israel  as  well  as  to  people  of  other  faiths.

In  that  spirit, 
we  are  committed  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  to  maintaining  our 
magnificent  traditions  at  the  same  time  as  we  make  changes  in 
order  to  fulfill  our  mission  in  the  21st  century. 

Our  services  promise  to  be  both  intellectually  and  spiritually 
rewarding  as  we  welcome  Azi  Schwartz  as  Cantor  and  Music 
Director,  and  Shiree  Kidron  as  Assistant  Cantor  to  join  Rabbi 
Cosgrove  and  Rabbi  Rein  on  the  bimah.  At  each  service,  Shabbat 
or  Festival,  our  clergy  will  lead  us  in  inspiring  prayer  and  teach 
us  by  examining  our  sacred  texts  and  relating  them  to  the  weekly 
parashah  and  to  the  contemporary  world.

Our  objective  for  all  of  our  students  is  that  their 
experience  at  the  school  makes  them  feel  good  about  being 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  proud  to  be  Jewish,  and  engaged 
with  Israel,  as  well  as  familiar  with  our  holidays,  tradition  and 
prayers.  I  am  confident  that  our  new  educational  leadership  will 
deliver  on  this  mission. 

Our  programming  over  the  last  several  years  has  attracted 
record  attendance  as  we  have  met  the  varied  interests  of  our 
community  with  festive  holiday  programs,  gala  social  events, 
stimulating  classes,  world-renowned  speakers,  and  participation 
in  social  justice  projects.  Our  Director  of  Synagogue 
Programming,  Liz  Offenbach,  will  work  with  Rabbi  Cosgrove, 
Cantor  Schwartz  and  Rabbi  Zuckerman  to  continue  on  this  path. 
Please  visit  our  website  and  read  our  monthly  Bulletin  to  stay 
up-to-date  with  our  dynamic  program.

Time  to  Change 


TWO  HUNDRED  AND 
TWENTY-FOUR  YEARS 

AGO,  on  September  17,  1787, 
the  Constitutional  Convention  came 
to  a  close.  On  this  fateful  last  day, 
Pennsylvania  delegate  Benjamin  Franklin 
wanted  to  give  a  short  speech  prior  to 
signing  the  final  draft  of  the  Constitution. 
His  speech,  as  reported  in  the  notes  of  James  Madison,  began  as 
follows: 

Mr.  President,  I  confess  that  there  are  several  parts  of 
this  constitution  which  1  do  not  at  present  approve, 
but  I  am  not  sure  I  shall  never  approve  them:  For 
having  lived  long,  I  have  experienced  many  instances 
of  being  obliged  by  better  information,  or  fuller 
consideration,  to  change  opinions  even  on  important 
subjects,  which  I  once  thought  right,  but  found  to  be 
otherwise.  It  is  therefore  that  the  older  I  grow,  the 
more  apt  I  am  to  doubt  my  own  judgment,  and  to  pay 
more  respect  to  the  judgment  of  others. 

Human  nature  seems  to  indicate  that  we  always  believe  that 
we  are  right.  We  tend  to  be  particularly  stubborn  when  the  time 
comes  to  assess  our  own  character  and  behavior.  During  the 
Hebrew  month  of  Elul,  the  month  heralding  the  High  Holidays, 


we  are  instructed  to  engage  in  a  most  difficult  activity  -  heshbon 
ha-nefesh ,  internal  introspection.  Our  tradition  asks  us  to  look 
ourselves  in  the  mirror,  look  past  our  external  reflection,  and 
critique  our  soul,  the  very  fibers  of  our  being.  We  have  no 
problem  spotting  the  physical  traits  we  wish  we  could  change, 
but  we  are  reluctant  to  find  and  admit  our  character  flaws.  After 
all,  we  defend  ourselves,  “I  am  who  I  am.”  Yet,  this  is  not  the 
whole  story!  We  CAN  change,  we  CAN  be  different.  We  need  to 
open  our  eyes,  look  within  and  be  willing  to  challenge  what  we 
see  there.  Opening  our  eyes  is  not  easy,  thankfully  our  tradition 
offers  help. 

During  the  month  of  Elul,  daily  morning  prayers  conclude 
with  shofar  blasts.  Maimonides  teaches  that  the  sound  of  the 
shofar  tells  us,  “Wake  up  from  your  slumber  and  examine  your 
deeds,  return  and  remember  your  Creator.”  Our  sages  teach: 
“Every  person  must  prepare  themselves  during  the  month  of 
Elul  with  gemilut  hasadim ,  acts  of  lovingkindness.”  The  Tikkun 
Olam  committee  has  organized  a  series  of  “Mitzvot  in  Elul” 

(see  facing  page).  I  urge  you  to  come  to  morning  minyan  and 
hear  the  blasts  of  the  Shofar  or  to  participate  in  one  of  the  many 
Mitzvot  in  Elul  projects.  Now  is  the  time  to  begin  making  the 
adjustments  in  our  attitudes  and  behavior  that  will  enable  us  to 
become  better  individuals  in  the  year  to  come.  Perhaps  this  Elul 
we  will  follow  the  example  of  Benjamin  Franklin  and  undertake 
heshbon  ha-nefesh  with  full  openness  to  change.

\  the  preeminent  independent,  nonpartisan  organization  in  the  U.S.  dedicated  to  the  study  of  American  foreign 
policy.  Until  June  2003,  Dr.  Haass  was  director  of  policy  planning  for  the  Department  of  State  as  well  as 
U.S.  coordinator  for  policy  toward  the  future  of  Afghanistan  and  U.S.  envoy  to  the  Northern  Ireland  peace 
process.  He  was  also  special  assistant  to  President  George  H.W.  Bush  and  senior  director  for  Near  East  and 
South  Asian  affairs  on  the  staff  of  the  National  Security  Council  from  1989  to  1993.  Dr.  Haass  is  the  author  or 
editor  of  eleven  books  on  American  foreign  policy,  including  War  of  Necessity,  War  of  Choice:  A  Memoir  of 
Two  Iraq  Wars.  He  regularly  writes  and  speaks  on  global  issues.

THIS  PAST  JUNE,  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  attending  the  graduation  of  our 
first  class  of  students  from  the 
Florence  Melton  Adult  Mini-School.

As  we  begin  the  new 
year,  I  want  to  remind  you  that  there  are  a  plethora  of  learning 
opportunities  at  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  From  the  ECC 
to  the  Congregational  School,  to  the  High  School  to  our  Adult 
Learning  programs,  our  community  is  filled  with  gates  that  lead 
to  Jewish  knowledge  and  wisdom;  they  are  simply  waiting  for 
you  to  open  them.
